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OUB YOUHG PEOPLFS WORK, 
The young people of the Brelhren 
church arc everywhere organizing their 
efforts which means morè efficient work, 
The King's Children Society is meeting 
with good succcss. The growth in mem- 
bership and in the nnmber of societíes, 
we believe to be permanent, and indica- 
tíons are that the young people will be a 
great power for good in the Brethren 
church. ï.ast week wc called attcntion to 
the great importance of consecrated effort 
in whatever we do, and what we wrote 
was with special rcference to the work of 
the S. S. C, E. We gavc it as our opinion 
that the efforts of the sistèrs, should be 
iinited tipon one thing, and thai nne thing 
the stipport of the Theological Depart- 
ment in Ashland University. 

The same principle, we believe, ap- 
plies to our young people's work. The 
King's Chíldren Society has a rlefinite ob- 
ject in view. This objcct is statcd in the 
constituí i on as follows, in Art 1 — Sec. 2. 
"The object of this society sh al I be to 
unite the young people of the church in 
good work, to i ne re ase Christian zeal, to 
promote spiritnaland intel•lectual develop- 
ment and lo organize their labors sys- 
temmatiçally for the glory of God and the 
welfare t)f humanity." 

The dilïerent items in this section are 
summed up in the words: "To unite the 
young people of the church in good work." 
The"Chrlstian zeal,"the"spiritual and in- 
tellectual ilevelopment" will nalurally fol- 
when a good work for the church and for 
low Christ, is cngaged ín. Nowit is leftto 
thevarious local societies to say what this 
"good work" shall be. There are a great 
inany lines of church work, all of which 
are good, but would it not be well for the 
young people lo unite their efforts upon 
one thing and carnestly labor for its ac- 
complishrnent ? What shall it be ? That 
which is mostly nceded and for which 
there is some hope OÍ succcss. We sug- 
gest that the young people of the Breth- 
ren church, under whatever name they 
may be organized, join hands and heart 
in placing the tract work upon a good fi- 
nancial basis. Tbis they can do with but 


very líttle effort. The good that they 
would accomplish in this way cannot be 
measured. You have no doubt been read- 
ing the very able articles on the mission 
of tracts, by Brother McFaden. If so, 
you cannot but be convinced of the im- 
portance of this department or branch of 
church work, and the almost infinite 
amount of good that results from the prop- 
er iise of tracts. We may be permitted 
to suggest the following plan for the suc- 
cessful prosecution of the work : 

1. There are at least fífty organized 
societies of young people in the Brethren 
church, perhaps morè. These could raise 
onan average.at least 1 2 each, which would 
mean Jstoo, and this would place thetract 
work on a firm, financial foundation. No 
one, but those who are engaged in the 
tract work know what can be done with 
$100, when properly used. Brother Me 
Faden can teli you, and so can we. There 
are societies which would gíve morè than 
$2, making up for those which could not 
raise the amount. 

2. The >2 could be raised by some 
plan suggested by the Jocal societies. In 
some places the amount is in the treasury; 
in other places, the dues for one quarter 
would morè than pay the $2. Others 
might appoint committees who would go 
out and beg the amount, while still others 
could easily realize the amount by holding 
an en te rta in ment, 

3. The society paying $2 would been- 
titled to $1 worth of tracts at wholesale 
prices, of its own selection, or f 2 worth 
of an equal number of thedifferenl tracts 
published. These tracts the society could 
distribute where in its judgment, they 
would do good. 

4. No money to be paid untíl the íioo 
are pledged. Should the plan meet the 
approvat oi the National Board we, 
will issue printed pledges and send to 
each society in the church. When the 
full amount is pledged, noticc will be giv- 
en, and upon receipt of same, the money 
is to be sent. 

We should be pleased to hear from 
Brother Talley, the National President. 
We believe the work can be done. And 
as to the amount of good that the plan 
would accomplish, we know whereof we 
speak. Nothing, however, will be done 
until we hear from the National President, 
Rev. J. O. Talley. The Ashland K. C. 
is ready with morè than its $2. It is true, 
there are many things for which money is 
solicited, but it is for this very reason 
that we urge a concentration of efforts. 


When this one thing is accomplished, let 
the efforts of the young people be directed 
to something else. 


OUR NAME AGAIÜ. 
Apropos to an editorial which appeared 
some time ago on "Our name," brother 
P. H. Beaver sends us the following ítem 
of historical information which will be of 
interest to all the members of the Dunkard 
fraternity. 

YEARLY MEETING OF 1 836. 

Art. 6.— What should be the name of 
our fraternity when a litle for a meeting 
house is made and recorded in the públic 
office ? 

Unanimously concluded to call ourselves 
the Fraternity of German Baptisls. — The 
Brethren's Encyehpedia by Elder Henry 
Hurts. 

Thus the name stood until 1887 or 1888 
Henry Brumbaugh in a District meeting 
of Middle Pennsylvania, held in the 
Buffalo Valley church, in my presence, 
moved to have the name changed to read, 
The German Baftist or Brethren Chureh. 
This was carried to A. M. and there pass- 
ed. This was about stx years after our 
name of Brethren church was adopted and 
put on record as such. "The Fraternity 
of German Baptists" was therefore the 
official name of the Dunkard church for 
52 years, and socontinued to be six years 
after the Brelhren adopted their present 
official name, which the dunkards are now 
appropriating and using as their own. I 
send you this exact statement of facis in 
the case because your Editorial is inexact 
in a few particulars. Truly your brother.
